1 the cost of the  leaf—the money the farmer
gets—nnd this Is variable. The whole pressite
of trade and  competition bear down ou the
only elastio cloment In the price of manu-
fotured tobacoo; and (8 ls st this polot, nad
this only, that the former 1s concernod,

‘There Is not the least doubt that the pro-
ducer of the raw materinl s the chlef sul-
ferer from this exclae. Hut there Is snother
evil that 18 well worthy of conslderation,
The professor ls corvect lo the statement
that by the operation of the internal rev-
coue lnws ouly strong capltallsats can en-
grgein the manufacture of tobacco. De-
fore u box can be shilpped, the stamps must
bt applled, the tax pald. Men of small
means can't ralse thede beavy taxes in nd-
vance of sules, They must forego the busl.
nees and leave It to a few capitalists, Even
unler the most favorable clreumstances,
when the raw article 18 offered for sale,
the buyers dre fow, the bidding languld,
and prices, of course, are low, It 1s not
sound publle policy to bar men of small
moans out of any legitimate business,

“HBut woree than all this," says I'rof.
Puryeer, “‘may bappen and does happen,
The rvich few, who manufacture lobaeco,
can enslly combine againat the poor many,
who have the urticle for snle. The farmors
have wo redress, A few, bloated with
wenlth, purchase by virtue of the advan-
tage which the law gives them the tobacoo
crapa ot prices but lttle above, and fre-
fuently Jess pud largely less than the cost
of production, The tobaceo crops thus
mulie the rich fow richer, and leave the poor
many, who produce the crop, as poor as be-
fore and aften poorer,”
